Throne of the ever-living Giver. 


Earken, hearken, O my Soule t and belieue mee, 
ſpeaking unto thee from the mouth of thy GOD, 
who eſteemeth of thee highlie, out of that loue, 
wherewith Hee hath loved thee freelie. Haddeſt 
thou, O my Soule, that hearing eare to hearken unto , and 
that underſtanding heart, to perceiue,that which thy bleſſed 
Maker would leade thee unto,by that more than Majeſticke, 
Glorious , Comfortable Oracle , ſounded by His Majeſtics 
Glorious Lippes, while Hee is about to make Man for Him- 
felfe, after that Hee had made the other creatures for man,Let 
us make Man in our owne Image. Belicue mee, O my Soule ? 
Could this Oracle never, alace, ſufficientlie as yet conlide- 
red by man) bee rightlie weighed by thee , thou wouldeſt 
tearne to thinke letſe of the other creatures : ( after the 
Which, alace, ſo manie doate ſo miſerablie; yea, by the which 
alace, there is a verie worlde grollelie bewitched.)) Yea,thow 
wouldeſt learne to accompt of none, but thy GOD: yea, not 
toatrempt to lone thy ſelfe, but for GODS cauſe, and in ſo 
farre as thou findeſt thy ſelfe like unto Him. What? O my 
Soule ! Shalt thou bee made to fee and heare, if thou ſhalt 
compare the twentie ſixe verſe of the firſt of Geneſis, poin- 
ting at Mans Creation; with the thirdgfixt, ninth,tourteenth,, 
twentie,and twentie foure verſes, of that ſame Chaprer; lea- 
ding us to the Creation of the other creatures # True it 15,, 
O my Soule, that all theſe were created by that ſame GOD, 


by whome Man was alſo created ; yet they and Man are not

to make Man, barely to ſay,let there be a Ma;zbut he mutt fay, 
Let us make M an to our owne Image. Thus paſſing from the Crea- 
tion of rhe other creatures , to the making of Man, not with- 
out ſpeciall adviſe and deliberation, as it were : and yer heere 
thou muſt not thinke,o my Soule ! that thy powerfull GOD, 
to whom all thinges are ealie, broughc foorch Man with anie 
greater difficultie chan He brought toorth che ocher creatures; 
or that Hee doubted anie wayes about the making of Man: 
but thisis done by Him, that hereby His wiſe Majeſtic , one 
in ſubſtance, three in Perſon,Father,Sonne,and Holie Ghoſt, 
might recommend to our conſideration, the excellencie, and 
eminencie of Man ,' beyond and aboue rhe other Creatures; 
daining Himſelfe rotake a ſpeciall conſultation onelie about 
the making of Man,as about His moſt excellent and glorious 
Worke. Shall theſe three ſacred Perſons,of that incompre- 
hen(ible Deitic,afcer mature deliberation,as it were, concurre 
joyntlie and joycfullic for the making of Man ;z and ſhould 
not I, O my Soule ! ſammonding all thy powers,with all thz 
members of my bodie, after due adviſe, charge them all co 
concurre, for the loving, for the ſeeking, and for the ſervin 

of that blefſed Gop againe ? crying aloude, O my minde ! 6 
my heart! O my will! O my whole affetions ! and fo, © 
my loue ! © my hatred! 6 my feare ! & my confidence! 6 my 
joy ! 0 my ſorrow ! 6 mineanger ! © my patience! concurre 
to ſeeke Himyzconcurre to ſerue Him,who concurred to make 


you: yea,o mineeyes, mine carcs, my lips, mine handes , my 


feete,and remnant members,ſce you all concurre to withſtand 
ſinne, the enemie of that GoD who with joye concurred to 
make you; and to proue your ſ{elues alwayes to be His duetic- 
tull ſcryants, who hath proved lo gracious a Lord unto yoy.

was I notcreated to the veric Image of His Majeſtie ? being 
ſorighteous and perfect,that in my whole minde, heart, and 
will, ycazthat inall the powers of my ſoule, and members of 
my bodie, there was ſuffctencie of ſtrength , and power, 
whereby I was able to know my Gop, toloue my Gov, and 
wy Neighboure , according to that voyce of the Law , Thou 
ſhalt lone the Lord thy God with allthine heart , with all thy joule, and 


with all thy minde. And, 7 hou ſhals loe thy Neighbour as thy elfe. 


And that without ante diforder,rebellton,or corruption; and 
ſo, without anie darkenet{cin the minde, frowardnefle in the 
will, rebellion in the hearrc, corruption in ante of the remnanc 
powers of the ſoule, or members of the bodie:and being thus 
ſpirjcuallie beautified, was I nor belide his, that great empe-

( who onlie knoweth perfelie, what harme ſinne ( alace) 
hath procured tous) ſpeake thus of man, All the imayinations 
of mans heart are onlie evill continuallie And leſt anie man ſhould 
auc proved,or ſhould proue ſo 4 <p ro apply that ſaying, 
co 
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to theſe of that firſt world, overthrowne by the Deludge, it 


pleaſed our wiſe G o D, O my ſoule ! ( after that Noah was 


tho foorth of the Arke, co pleniſh che Earch againe) to 


ſound over againe his former Iudgement touching Man, 
ſaying, The imagination of mans heart is evill, even from bis youth. 


Oh! & my ſoule ! whea thall wee learne to conlider righche, 


that third Chapter to the Romans , by the which thar Spirir 
of trueth deſcribing man unto us, as heis out of Chriſt, and 
deſtirute of the grace of GoD,proclaimeth him to be nothing, 
bur a verie malle of vilde, and loathſome corruption: yea , 4s 
not this our originall corruption, cleared unto us by the holy 
Scriptures ſo fentiblie , that as wee areacquainted with that 
good, which wee cannot poſliblic doc becaule of ir, ſo we are 
1nformed anent that evill, which we cannot but doe, by rea- 


fon of it: The naturall man perceiveth not the thinges of the Spirit of 


G OD: nezther can hee know them; becauſe they are Spirituallie diſ- 
cerned. Wee are not ſufficient of our ſelues, to thinkg anie thing, as of 
our ſelues. I finde uo meaues to performe that which good. Tbe 
wiſedome of the fleſh, is enimitie againſt G O'D : for it ts not ſubject 
to the Lawof GOD: neytber, indeede, can bee. Yea, is not holie 
Paul couched under the tyrannie of this feartull originall cor- 
ruption, (where-with, alace, wee arc infe&ed, O my Soule ) 
compelled to make this conteſhon , 1 finde another lawe in my 
members, rebelling againſt the law of my minde, and leading mee cap- 
tine, unto the law of ſinne, which # in my members? And , atcer 
this, burſteth he not foorth, into that languiſhing complainr, 
0 wretched mantbat I am ! who ſhall deliver mee from this bodie of 
death? Belides this, O my Soule, is not miſcrable man thus 
depryved of all righteouſnetſe 2 and corrupted rhrovghour, 
in bodie and ſoule, made a miſerable Beggar, beeing betore fo 
great a Monarch, that hee hath no title to anie of the crea- 
turesof GON: ſo that beeing out of CHRIST, the 
verie meate which hee eateth, the verie cloathes which cover 
his nakednelle, the verie aire which hee breatheth into, & cs 
ſhall procure his condemnation , ſuppoſe hee finned not 
etherwayes againſt his -G O D, But which is moſte i 
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tablie miſerable, O my Soule ! nor onelieis man thus depry- 
ved of good, and corrupted with evill, made a miſerable 
Beggar; but a monſtrous Slaue : yea, a Slaue; unto a feartull 
Slaue: even unto Satan, that evill one; who not onelic lod- 
geth, bur even worketh in the children of diſobedience: figh= 
ring againſt man by thoſe his uglieſt champions, Stnne, the 
Worlde, Death, and the Graue. When ſhall this bee ſeene, 
and perceived by us, O my Soule ? Surelie, could this bee 
ſeene ; Sinne ſhould bee hated by us, with an unfained ha- 
tred; Satan ſhould bee reliſted by us, as our onelic deadlicſt

deth. Hath not thar fierie Dragon, long agoe, burnt us all, 
(alace) in our firſt parentes ? Feele wee not, even to this 
day, the feartull hurt which wee received by that burning 2? 
Yea, carrie wee nor, abour with us, ( goe where wee will } 
the ſcarres, and markes, of that burning 4 Should wee not 
then abhorre to looke to that Dragon , ro obey anie of his 
counſels, were they never ſo apparantlic profitable, or plea- 
ſanr 2 For albeit his coate appeareth ſomewhat to bee friend- 


lie , his heart ſhall remaine alwaycs the heart of an irrecon- 
cilable Foe. 


Carre, ſcarre, O my Soule, with' ſinne, as thou loveſt 
thy G 0D, and thy ſelfe: for hath not thy G O D,who 
loveth thee with a great loue, wich a wiſe loue, tolde 
thee, That whoſoever linneth againſt Him, muſt not 
onelic receiue wages for his finnes ; but belides his wages, 
that boontieth which is due unto Sinne alſo. The wages of 
Sinne, O my Soule, as thon knoweſt, is Death : even that 
firſt death, with all thoſe difeaſes which leade a man unto it : 
ſeparating the ſoule from the bodie, and the bodie from the 
ſoule: and that ſecond death, baniſhing ſoule and bodie from 
the comfortable fight of Gods ſaving Face, and gracious pre- 
ſence for everzand why wilt chou die thus,O my ſoule ? The 
boontieth of finne,q my ſoule! is ſhame;procuring ſuch con- 
fulton to man, that he dare not lift np his head, before : y- D,

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before Angels, before Men, unlelle in foule he bee ſenſcleſſe, 
both of his GUD, and of his finne. This ſhame, was that 
booncech, wherewith our Juſt G 0D, propined our firſt pa- 
rents, the hrit ttnners, O my foule ! for howbett Adam and 


Evah being{ree of linne, were nakedaltogetherin reſpect of 


materiall,nacurall,ſcene cloarhes; yet they were not aſhamed, 
bur could ſtand betoretheir GOD, and looke one upon an- 
other, with a good heart, and chearfu]l countenance; ſo glo- 
rious were they, through the beautie of the Image of G 0D, 
which then covered them.. Alwayes, O my Soule | no 100+ 
ner are they infeftcd with Smne, by diſobeying the Voyce of 
their G OD, but as {oone they were fo covered with Shame, 
that chey dare not looke upon GOD, and are confounded, 
while chey bcholde chemiclues, 


Ouldeſt thou bee freed , O my Soule ! from 
that Death, which is the Wages of Sinne? and 
dclivered trom that Shame, which is the bon- 
tieth of Iniquities I beſeech thee, ſhake off 


that Shame,which (alace) roo manie ( mitleled by Saran ) in 


this our Age, are clogged with; albcic it procure daylic mat- 
ter of new death, and preater ſhame, unto chem : and with a 
good hearr,& ſmyling counrenance,put thou on that Shame, 
where-with too few (alace) in this our Age are covered; al- 
bit it bee able { G 0D. beeing mercifull unto; us) not onclic 
tollay Death,and ſhake off confounding Shame; butalſo to 
procure quickening Grace, and ſaving Glorie, Alace,O my 
Soule | how mamie with PViucentius the Hereticke, belide 4u- 
guitine,in his fourtie-eight Epittle , while they thinke ſhame 
ro amendetheir Faultes, thinke no ſhame to continue in their 
Faultes 2  Corab, with his companions, lift up themſclues 
againſt Morſes, and 44/08. A cercaine' ſpace is graunted-unto 
them, co adviſe themlelues, about this their ſinne. But dare 
they not face the matter peartlhie 2 beeing as readie to pre/ent 
themſelues upon the marrow before the LO RD, as.,Mozſes 
and 4orou were 2 Vhat wonder then, that our, GOD, jutt 
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ro their deftrution, who would not confetle their {inne, and 
willinglie acknowledge, That Death and Shame belonged 
unto them, becauſe of ir, to their converſion ? Fewe Sinners 
(alace) O my Soule, in theſe our dayes, with Moyes, with 
David, with Daniel, with thar Great Apoltle Parulzcan acknow- 
ledge, and confetJe their finnes, crying : yea, crying aloude, 
Thar Shame : yea, open Shane, belongerh unto them: and, 
Thar Glorie, and Righreouſnelle, belongeth to their GOD : 
and therefore, what wonder, that amongſt our Sinners, there 


bee tewe who haue our Bleſſed GOD, to looke their eyes, 


wich M 0z/cs; to put away their {innes, with David; to hearc 
thei, wich Dariel; ro receine them to mercie, with Paul? Pro- 
nounce thy {elfe, heerefore, O my Soule! worthic of death; 
becauſe of thy {innes, thar G 0D, through His CHRIST, 
may receiue thee to Life. Take the Coace of Shametro thee, 
for thy linne, O my Soule ! to the ende, tharthy G 0D, for 
thy Saviours fake, who for a while was covered with Shame 
for chee, may cloathe thee with Grace heerc, and with Glo-

Orget nor, forget not, O my Soule, to gine in a Bill of 
Complainr, againſt thy felfe, untothy G O D; accuting 
chy ſelfe, condemning thy ſelfe, before His Majeſtic, 
for the ſecret {linnes committed by thee, hid from the 
Worlde, yet knowne by Him.

ſhall che dead (enſeleile linners of this Age reade with atten- 


tion ? confider with meditation ? that tearfull Stile, vvhich 
thar good Spirit of G OD, our Teacher, giveth to that Evill 
ſpiric,the Devill, our irreconcilable Adverſarie 2 Is not that 
evill ſpirit ſtiled by that Good Spirit , The Accuſer of the Bre- 
thren?  Where-by thy Teacher, o my Soule ! rhe Spirit of 
thy Father, and of thy Saviour, vvould teach thee, That no 
ſooner doe anie'of the Children of our G 0D, commit eſpe- 
ciallic, anie grotſe knowne linne againſt His Majeſtie; bur as 
ſoone that Evill one preſenterh craftilie, albeit malicioullic, 
the names , and fur-name>, of thoſe, vvith their (innes, be- 


' fore GOD, crying, O LORD, Thy Majeſtie madeſt chis

that if thou ſhalt ſinne againſt Him , thou ſhalt bee ſeene by

commitreth finne, doeth eyill, albeit neicher in the 

eyes of other men , neither in his owne eyes , yetintheeyes 
of chat good G 0 D, before whome linne was never good, 
before whom ſinne fhall never be good: yea , before whom 
finne hath ever beene evilt, {inne ſhall ever remaine evill;

Alwayes, leſt this evill which ever accompanietlr 
ſinne, be miſtaken by thee , O my Soule 1 thou muſt know, 
that howbeit Sinne-bce evill in the ſight of the Lox D; yet 
che evill of Sinneis not hurtfull co che LORD, againſt whom 
tis committed: but onelie unto that Soule, by the which ir is 
committed, For as mans goodnelle cannot profite his G OD;

For that Evill,which ever accompanieth the Sin- 
ner for Sinne,muſt, in deſpighr of Devils, and men, at length 
ceaze upon the Sinner: unletle,by {incere repentance, (GOD 
beeing mercifull unto him, for His Sonne Iesvs His fake) 
hee quyte himſelfe, tymoullic, of Sinne. 


H E Wyſe Gardener judgeth of his Tree, by its 

Fruite; as the vertuous Husbandman judgeth of his 

Seede , according to his Harveſt : Bur, oh! O my 

Soule! When ſhale thouztearning ro bee holilie,and. 

-cruelie wyſe, beginne to judge of Sinne, thine onelie Enemie, 


by that fruite , by thatharveſt ( alace) which it bringeth 
foorth 2 Oh, LORD G 0D! oh, LORD GOD ! how fearful- 


| Hebitrer is that fruit,which that rotten poyloning tree of Sin 


bringeth foorth! How fearfullie hurtfull is thar uncouth har- 
veſt which followeth it! Imuſttell thee hecre, O my Soule ! 
that that Sinne, whereinto I was conceived,and borne , and 
which(alace) I muſt alwayes keepe within my boſome,while 
I live heere, bringeth foorth fruite, bringeth foorth ſheaues; 
yea, ſuch ſtoukes, ſuch ſtackes, which bee ſo fearfullic bitter, 
ſo horriblic hurtfull, that if chis bitternetſe, and hurt, coulde 
bee perceived, even by us, who call our ſelues G o pd s Chil- 
dren,wee ſhould bee ealilie mooved, with that choſen Veſlell 
of GOD, uncellantlie co crye out, 0 miſerable man, that I am ! 
who ſhall deliver mee from this bodie of death? Knoweſt thou not, 
o my Soule ! that chou, and this my bodie, came joyntlie in 
one minute, joyned together in this Worlde ? as two kynde 
Twinnes,loving other moſte entirelic,embracing other moſt 
kyndlie. Yea,knoweſt thou not, © my Soule ! that thou,zand 
this my bodie, haue lived, ſince that time of my birch, in this 
Worlde, ſome yeares together, as husband and wife , motte 
firi&tlie married one to another, even before G o D,, and by 
Go D? and yet that bitter roote of Sinne, which ( alace)

But 
heere, 0 my foule | Wonderelt thou not, that a more vilde 
ſtinke, that amore loathſome flewar , over-taketh, and flo- 
wethzfrom the verie dead corpſe of G 0 D s Children, than 
from che dead Carions, of other creatures , as of Fowles, of 
Fiſhes, and of Beaftes # O- my Soule+ ceaſe to wonder at 
this,and learne to thinke upon that loathſome ſpring, where- 
from this proceedeth. I mutt tell thee, 0 my Soule ! that the 
bodice of che holieſt man thar ever lived on earth heere, (that 
Glorious Sacred Bodie of bleſſed TESVS beeing excepted) 
lodgeth a more vilde gueſt ,, a more ftinking gueſt, (onelie 
Joarks ome to. (ro-D, and His Angels)'than ever the/bodie of 
anic Fowle,Filh,or Beaſt,did lodge. 1 mult confetle,indeede, 
that the bodies of thoſe creatures doe lodge corruption, yea,, 
much corruption, as may eaſthe'bee perceived 'while they doe: 
live,and eſpeciallic, when they bee dead, Alwayes, thar ſtin- 
king loathſome gueſt of Sinne,they:doe not lodge,which the: 
verie bodies. of Abraham, Tſaac, I aakob, Feter, Tames,. Iobn,'P aul,. 
could not but lodge: And therefore, no wonder,.that amore 
noyſome finke, flow from the verie dead;bodies of G o-p $. 
E: 4 ” | - aaadts 
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Saints, than from the Carions of thoſe reaſonlefle creatures. 
But will Sinne ſtay heere, O my foule! albeir this bea deepe 
ſtroake ? No, nogfor Sinne will have that dead Rinking body, 
in the which ic lodged ſometimes, couched under the earth, 
under the ſeas, and there returne into duſt, our of che which 
it wastaken. Bur vvili Sinne ſtay heere , albeit this would 
ſeeme to bee that dead ftroake , beyond the vvhich none can 
goe, inthe chideof GoD ? No, no; for tellech not Hiſtorie 
us, that out of the dead ſtinking corpſe of men,and women, 
there ariſech moſt monſterous, 'and noyſome beafſtes 2. Yea, 
uglic Toades , and cruell Serpents. Auguffine , in his fourtic 
eight Sermon to his Brethren the Heremites, aftirmeth , That 
Toades are bredde in the braincs of the dead corpſe; and, 
That Serpents are bredde in their Neares. Yea , writerh not 
Auguitine, T hat hee, being at Rome, ſaw a Toadeinrhe Brain- 


pon of one of their Emperours ? Dare I here forget the 


ke uncouth ſpeRacle, { by G o Ds ſpeciall providence, [ 
doubt not, for my better reſolution anent the veritie of 
thechinges alleadged preſented ro mine owne eyes, beeing 
;jn the Kirke yarde of LEiTH, inthe Month of Tune, a thou- 
nd, fixe hundreth, and fifreene yeares ? for beeing there, 
delightning toattend, fora while , thoſe honeſt men , buil- 
ding, for the time, our Steeple ,'I bchelde, within a graſlie 
buſh,the heade of ſome dead corpſe, having, in the outmoſt 
part of 1t, a little voyde; while I have a purpoſe, to cauſe the 
Kirke Officer put thisſkull under the earth , looking on it 
more narrowlie, 1 behelde, through the voyde part of it, 
(co my great aſtoniſhment) a Toade of an hudge bignellc: 
whereupon I called the worke-men,to conſider the ſpeRacle 
vvith mee :'and having made a little diſcourſe unto chem, 
upon the Miſeries., Vanitie , Vildneſſe, and Pride, of mar, 
we all beganne to conlider, how vyee might haue the Toade 
ſeparated from the head ; butrhat wee found altogether im- 
poſlible, till che bone was violentlie broken, ſo'little was the 
yoydepart of it, and ſobig was the Toade. Let the reader 
judge wherethis Toade was bred, and foſtered: For He who 
Enoweth all thinges , {bleſſed bee His Name) knoweth, 


; that 


that Iſawit lodged, as faid is. O my ſoule ! what ifthoſe 
chinges could be conlidered by men? and eſpeciallic by wo- 
men, in this our licentious fooliſh Age 2 would they take 
ſuch paines , and dclight, to far their claye bodies , with all 


ſort of pleaſures, and pleaſant cthinges, as they doe 2 'Would 


they,even with che wracke of their eſtates,feede their bellies? 
drelle their heades 2 cover thetr backes, ſo daintilie, fo glo- 


riouſlie, which mult be brought ſo low , and bee made a mo- 


ther to conceiue , a nurle to foſter , yea , a lodging to keepe 
ſuchuglic monſters? Yea, if this could be conſidered, O my 
Soule it O ! wich what an hatred would the Childe of Gop 
hate Sinne! Q ! with what a care would the Child of God 
arme himlelte, againit Sinne! ſeeing nothing beſides Sinne, 
hath brought all cheſe evils upon poore miſerable Man. 


N this laſt, and worſt Age of the Worlde, (alace) O my 
Soule! all men, almoſt, ſeeke after Sinne, defile chem- 
ſelues with Sinne; yea,alace,delighrthemſclues in Sinne: 
and all becau'e few men, alace, itudie to acquaint them- 
ſelues, truelic, with the nature of S1nne. Men, noy-a-dayes, 
O my Soule, miſcarried by their owne deceiving Luſtes, 
while they fall into Sinne, looke unto men, yea, unto mer 
onelie; as if Sinne were commitred againſt man, yea, againſt 
man onelie. And out of this falſe ground, blindlinges, alaces. 
layde by them, as they thinke of the man, with whome they 


haue to. doe; ſo they thinke of rhe finne , which they haue . 


committed. Itrhat nian bee ſuch a one, who may griene and 
annoy them, then they are grieved for their ſinne. Alwayes, 
not becauſe that Grear GOD is abuſed by them: but becauſe 
a man, who may grieue them , is grieved by them, If chat 
man beeſuch a man, who cannot grieue them, who darenot 
actempt to annoy them, by reaſon of their grandour and cre- 
dit worldlie, and his baſenetſe, and lacke of moyen with 
men; O,then, O my Soule ! they can both digeſt their ſinne 
ſweerlie, andgoe on in their (inne peartlie, and pleafantlie: 


For can thoſe men poſhblie dreame, that anie beſide man, 


hach au intreſt, to quarrell chem for their ſinne? Alwaves, 
F  hearkcn, 
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hearkenghearken, O wy Soule 1 would man ſuffer that good 
Wordeof Go D, which is that Worde of Trueth, (which 
never deceived any man,which never (hall deceiue any man ) 
to leade him; hee ſhould finde , that everie linne committed 
on earth , beneath heere, ( beethe commirter of ir King or | 
coarter) looketh not lower than the Heaven of Heavens; 
and ſo he ſhould hnde , that finne commitred beneath heere, 
1s commitced agaialt none who hverth heere beneath ; but 
onelie againſt char Supreame Majeftte , who ruling over 
all chinges, hach His Throne fet aboue all T hrones, even in 
the higheſt Heavens. 1 will confetle, © my foule } chat. a Sub- 
gect may oftende,and grieue,his Kingzthara King mayin jure, 
and gricue, his Subje&; that a Father may hure and gricue 
is ſonne;/thata ſonne may hurt and grieve his Father ; bue 

Scripture beeing well con{idered, will nor ſuffer mee to con- 
felle, that a Subje& can (inne againſt his King, or thae a King 
Can. —SISALPE his. Subje& z that a father can Fin akey;. 
his ſonne, or a fonne linne againſt the Father. Tell mee , tell 
me, O my ſoule ! vyhae calleſt thou finne? Smne, I know, 
being taught of GO D, is, The Tranſgreſſian of the Law, Burt 
ofiaboſe Lan, I pray thee ? Not of the Law of anje pettie 
Kings but of the Law of that KING of Kinges, who is that 
TD Supreame Law-giver,who is.able to ſaue, and deſtroy. 
Knoweſt thou not, 6 my. Soule ! wherefore Theft is Sinne 2 
and when Theft is Sinne? wherefore Murder is Sinne 2 and 
when Murder is Sinne? and ſo foorth, of all other Sinnes. 
Becauſe: G o.D hath forbidden them; and when G © Þ for- 
bidderh-chem; are they not lines, and not other wayes? Haſt 
thou not heard, O my Soule ! that the 1ſraelites ſpoyled the 
Ag yptians of all their lewels 2 Yet, I chinke, rhou wile ney- 
ther accuſe, nor convict them , for their decde: and all be- 
cauſerhat was done of them,by the ſpeciall eommaundement 
of His Mouth, who cam-commaund no: wrong. Yea, haſt 
thou-not heard , 0 my Soule ! that Ehud killed Fylon? Yer 
thou wuſt thinke ,, that hee cannot bee reputed a Murderer 
for that ;4t being. done, by the ſecret commitſion of that Su- 
preame LORD,whohath conched al), living fo under Law, 
that Hee himſelte alone docth remaine free from all Law:yea, 
oF farre 
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farre aboue all Law. David, againe, O my Soule! beeing a 
great King amongſt men heere, hath defiled bur the wite of 
his meane honeſt SubjeR: yea, David hath, by the hand of the 
Ammonite, {laineche Husband of this wife,detiled by him. Al- 
wayes, finnech nor David, O my foule ? Yes, yes, hee finneth 
grotlelic; albeit not againſt Bathſeba, whoſe chaſtitie was defi- 
led; albeit not apainit Yriab, whoſe life was taken; yer hee (in- 


 neth againſt rhar Mightieſt KING , who had fayde, Thou :; 


fhalt not commit Adulterie : Thou ſhalt dove no Marder. The 
fight and ſenſe of this Truerh, © my ſoule! mooved the en- 
lighrened mynde, the renewed and ſanQihed heart, of the 
ſame David, to untic his lippes, to proclaime aloude, before 
OD, Angels, and Men, that notable Confeſſion, Apainft 
ce, 47ainit [hee, onelie, have 1 ſinned, and done evill in Thy ſight. 
Haſt thou ſinned chen, O my Soule! fo ſecrerlie, that no 
man knoweth thy (inne ? Is that partie, whome thouby thy 
knowne and publicke finne, haſt offended, fo baſe, or poore, 
that eyther hee dare not quarrell thee, for feare,, or may not 
quarrell thee, for want of Moyen 2 Yer let neyrther of theſe, 
I pray thee,ſecure thee: For Hee is aboue thee,whome thou, 
by thy ſinne , haſt provoked :o wrath againſt thee : whole 
Eyes are upon all rhe wayes of Man; ar whoſe Handes bec 
ſufficientlie able to puniſh Man. O my Soule! Remember 
Naboth, for thy comfort, in theſe evill dayes. Shall not that 
G 0D, who required his blood at the hand of his King,make 
inquilition for everie finne commirted againft Him, by 
whatſoever {inner ? alchough Hee ſuffer, even wicked men, 
for a long time. : 


ro the benefite of minecſtate, to the comfort of mine 
heart, even while a verie worlde of thornie crolles ,. and 
temprations, ſhall pricke mee; and to my full, and finall 
joye in Heaven : I would heartfullie adviſe thee, neyther 


T- thou loue thy {elfe, © my Soule ! holilie, and wiſclieg 
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to commit {inne, neyther to communicate with finne: and. 


ſo , neyther dire&lie'to doe thar' evill , which cannot bee 
called, but thing evill : neycher anie wayes joyne thy ſclfe, 
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with that evill, which chou wouldeft account not to be thine, 
but the evill of another. Thus I would counſell thee, 0 my 
Soule! nor onelie,nort to bee an Idolater , bur not to com- 
municate. with Idolaters : not onelic, not! tobee an Adulce- 
xer, bur not to take parte with an Adulcerer. Bur heere, © 
my poore, weake ſoule 4 for the better guarding,and ſtr en 
thening of thee, on all ſides, againſt che poyſoned killing 
Arrowes of Satan, thy ſworne Encipie ; ; I would pray thee, 
grauelic to ponder, and weigh, three chinges: Firſt, where- 
by doeth a man\ communicate with the Sinnes of others 2 
Secondlic, wherefore ſhould men bee affrayde, anie wayes to 
communicate- with the Sinnes of others ?- Thirdlie , what 
ſhould the honeſt wiſe Childe of GOD ( who ſhoulde bee 
aſhamed co bee a ſlaue to Sinne, alwayes kything himſclfe a 
ſtrong Souldiour, ſubduing it) in chis reſpe& reſolue to doe ? 
_ Scripture teacherh me, © my Soule ! that men communicate 
with the linnes of others, by conſultation, by direQion , by 
approbation, by provocation,by toleration ,by confirmation. 
By conſulcation,. when they adviſe another how hee may doe 
that which 1s evill , albeit themfſclues doe it not : thus vilde 
Tonadab: communicated with the unnatural] 4nceſt of Ammon, 
ſhowing hin by what way he might calilie lye with his liſter 
Tamar. Thus vilde 4hiophell communicated with the mon- 
ſtrous unnaturall inceſt of 4bſolom, adviling him, even before 
the Sunne, to lye with his Fathers concubines. By direQion, 
when men,out of reſpe&s knowen to themſelues, will keepe 
as it were, their owne handes from an evill turne ; and yer 
commandanother for to doc it. Thus bloodie Saul-commus- 
nicated with the villane Doeg, in ſlaying the pricſtes of G o D, 
Yea, alace, even David thus communitated with the murther 
of /riab: for was he not (laine by his-direftion 2 By approba- 
tion, when a-man knowing thatan evilt turneis done by 


thothier , alloweth eyther of the turne, or of the doer, Thus 


thereſt of Taakobs Fo communicated with-the bloode of 
the Sechemites, murthered by Simeon & Levi. By provocation, 
when one abu{jng the place hee is ſer into , or thoſe gifts of 


myndc,or hodie, he is beautified with, abuſcth athers Taha 
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hee provoaketh them to doe that which is evill, Thus Reho- 
boam communicated with that defeftion which T/rael made 
from the Houſe of David, when hee, beeing abuſed by young 
Counſellers, and abufing thar place which G O D had ſer 
him into, by his auſtererigerous ſpeaches , provoaked them 
to juſt wrath. Fhus bloogte Texebell communicated with all 
theevils done by her husband Ahab : For ſpeaketh not the 
ſpirit touching him,and her thus, Butthere was none like Ahab, 
who did ſell bimſelfe to workg wickedneſſe in the fight of the L O RD; 
whom IJexzebell, his wife, proyoaked. And in this tenſe, Fax 
thers arc counſetled , by the Spirit, not ro provoaketheir 
children to wrath. By toleration , when a man, having au- 
thoritic ro beare downe linne , by puniſhing the commurrers 
of it, over{cech them, not drawing that Sword which GOD 
hath/pur into His handes againft them. And thus (alace) 
even olde Elicommunicated, with the abominations' of: his 
vilde ſonnes; who, by their uncleaneliues, made the people 
of GOD to abhorre the LORDS Sacrifice. By confir- 
wation, when a-man haunteth che ſoctetie of wicked men, fo 
familiarlic, ſo frequentlie , that there-by hee ftrengrhenerh 
the wicked man,in his wickednelle, Thus the Religious man 


comunicateth with rhe Acheiſme of the Acheift, by haunting 


the ſocictie of the Atheiſt. The true worſhipper of &o'D;, 
comunicateth with the ſuperſticion of the Papiſt,by haunting 
kindlie the ſocietic of the Papiſt ; even when hee ſeeth hee 
cannot bee wonne. Yea,thus meeke men, chaſte men,tem- 
perate men, true men, peaceable men, communicate with 
Murderers, Adulterers, Fornicators, Drunkardes, faliſe men, 
ſeditious men, by haunting of their companie. Thismooved 
Paul co charge us, who bee Chriſtians, Not to cate with ſuclr 
men, not to bee companions of ſuch men, Bur wherefore, 0 
my Soule ! ſhouldeſt chou bee loath anie of theſe wayes to 
communicate with Sinne? Remember, 0. my foule! Gops 
Threatninges; and befides that, Go Þs Execution, according 
to His Threatninges: ſo, ſure I am, thou ſhalt bee ealilie ſcar- 
red from attempting to communicate aniewiſe with Sinne #7 


unlcfſe unhappilie thou refolue , even with vilde Lameeb, to» 
E-> dehe: 
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AX HEAVENLY 
defie The Moſte High GOD. Are not GODS Chil- 


dren, © my foule! thus counſelled by their Father ? Goe out 
of Babel,my People, that yee bee not partakgrs in ber ſinnes, and that 
Yee rectine not of ber plagues, That lying Murderer, © my ſoule! 
perſwaded my Grand-mother Evah , Thar it thee woulde 
communicate with him , intranſgreſſing of GOD S Com- 
maandement, ſhe ſhould findea ſhining precious Pearle. But 
that Spirit of Trueth, who delighteth ro haue thee living for 
evermore, aflurech thee, Thar if thou joyne with a man in 
his finnes, thou ſhalt nor bee ſevered from him, when hee is 
plagued for his ſinnes.

Al- 
vvayes, alwayes, came there not foorth fuch a fearce vvrath 
fro the-LORD, that before Aaron can come'to them (albeiche 
ranne vvith all his force) to make an Attonement for them, 


there died of rhac Plague, fourteene chouſande, and ſeaven 


hundreth? While the Wife of the Levite vvas villanouſlie 
abuſed, (at Gibea, a'Citie of Benjzmin) to the death, the whole 
Tribe of Benjamin (alace) vvill communicace with this Villa- 
nie :: For when the other Tribes, their Brethren , beſought 
them, to deliver unto them the commircters of that wicked- 
neſle,to the ende,thar that evill might bee pur away from 1/- 
yael; not onelic would they not obey the voyce of their Bre- 
threnbur they gathered them(elues together,to fi ghr againſt 
them.”

and.carrying, by the Scribes, King, and Poftes, to roote out; 
ro kill , and todeſtroy, all the lewes,, both young, and olde,, 
Children, and Women, in one day. Inthe ende of the eight 
of Eſter, Letters are vvriting, {ignating, and carrying, by che 
ſame Scribes, by that ſame King, by thaſe ſame Poſtes , who:

_ 30, verſes, of that ſame-Chapter ? In the 19; 20', and 21, 
verſes, fearce Nebuchadne2ar, 1s ſo furiouſlie ſet againſt 'Hanes 
niah , Miſhael, and Azariab , and that-G OD: vuhome they 
worſhiped, thathee would haue them caſten into,and devou- 
xed, by the hote.fierie Fornace. Butinthe-2$5 29, and 30. 
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verſes,pacified Nebuchadnezar thinketh ſo reverentlic of their 
G OD, andis fo favourablie diſpoſed rowardes them, that 
bleſling their GOD, hee maketh a Decree, Thar everic 
People, Nation,and Language, which ſpake anie blaſphemie 
againſt their G © D, ſhould bee drawen in pieces, and haue 
their Houſes made a jaxe, And belides this, hee promoted 
thoſe three, inthe Province of Babel, highlie, whom hee de- 
creed beforeto burne cruellie. We uſe to ſay, ( and would 
ro GOD our tongues were onelie accuſtomed with ſuch 
ſpeaches ) - Blelled beehee who can make triendes of fremde 
folke. And vyhen I conſider this, O my Soule! I muſt fay, 
Bletled be hee, who can make deare Friendes of deadlie Foes. 
Alwayes, what muſtrhou doe, o my ſoule ! to che ende,thou 
mayeſt ande this ro thy comtort,and benefite ? Let that wiſe 
King Salomon informe thee , as he was informed by thar rue 
Salomon, the King of wiſdome : when the wajes of a man pleaſe 
the LORD, he will make bis enemies to be at peace with bim. If 
thou haue compared, 0 my Soule! theqi verſe, of the 25 
of Geneſis, with the 4 verſe, of the 33 of Geneſis, and with the 
29 verſe,of the xxxv.of Geneſis,thou ſhalr find this to be moſt 
crue. Inthe 41 verſe, of the 27 of Geneſis , I hearecruell Eſau 


_ avowingto lay his brother 1aakob, when the dayes of mour- 


Alwayes , not onlic ſec TI 
this ſame Eſau inthe 4 verte, of the 33 of Geneſis, embracing 
this Tackob, falling upon che 'necke of this Taakob ; bur in the 
29 verſc, of thechirticfiue of Geneſis, I ſee Eſau and laatovb moſt 


| Kindelie, as it became Brethren, burying their dead Father 


Tſaac. So great advantage reaped Jaakeb , by walking before 
G 0D,and amongſt men,fo,that his wayes pleaſed GOD. If 
2 Subject then find that he is wroged by his king,let him not 
doe that which may grieue GOD,and pleaſe his King;ro the 
ende hee may obtaine his Kinges favour, If a Childe finde, 
that he is wronged by his Father, let him not doe that which 
may griene GOD, andpleaſe his Father; that hee may ob- 
taine his Fathers favour. If an Husband finde that hee is 
wronged by his Wife,let him not doe thar which may gricuc

fore , and docch verie farre as yet, advaunce that effeletle 
Compariſon , taken from cthe-Courtes of Earthlie Kinges.

bur alſo to ftirre them up (albeit hee abhorreth to confetle 
this)to kythe themſelues grotle and avowed Traytors,againſt 
His Majeſtie. O ſhameleſle Papiſt ! Is not this thy fonde al- 
leadgeance, as SubjeRes conſidering the Grandour of their 
Princes, and their owne baſeneſſe, arc accuſtomed to goe.un« 
to their Kinges, by Noble-men , and Courteoures z Sothe 
Children of GOD , conlidering the Excellencie of that Ma- 
jeſtie, wherewicth their GOD 1s cloathed, beeing ſenlible in 
the meane time of their owne vildeneſle, by aka of thoſe 
ſinnes, wherewich they x, er Fehr , ſhould norattempt to 
og to their GO D, but by thoſe Saints, which beein 
caven.

enough to:convince the lying Seminarie:but he wil ſay more; 
even thus,There is one God, and one Mediator betwixt God and Man, 
the Man Cbriſt Teſus 3 co makerthe Seminarie aſhamed (it hee 
could be) of his ſubrilrie. For hereby he would tell chee,o my 
ſoule! That as there is onelie one true God, and no wayes, in 
anie reſpe&,another,cventhe Father, Sonne,&holie Ghoſt;ſo 
there is onlie one true Meciator,and no wayes,in anie reſpe&, 
another.
